Manitoba under Morris 

Although loss than three years old, 
tho littlo Province of Manitoba is now 
rejoicing in its third Cxoveanor. We 
uso tho word " rejoicing " in its literal 
sense; for it -would appear from tho 
tone of all the newspapers published 
in that Province, and their name is 
legion, that the new Governor is pop- 
ular with all classes and factions. It 
would be a mistake to infer that tho 
late Governor was justly unpopular. 
To Mr. Archibald was assigned a diffi- 
cult and delicate tank; and although 
we havo not been able at all times 
fully to understand [he circumstances 
and reasons which shaped the policy 
of his administration, there is littlo 
doubt that ho fulfilled his difficult 
mission wisely and well. Having done 
that, he doubtless saw that it was bet- 
ter that a new man should step in and 
carry on the Government. A succes- 
sor was found in Mr. Morris; and it is 
seldom, indeed, that any appointment 
meets with such a general approval at 
the hands of the press as this has met 
with. Not in Manitoba alone, but in 
all tho sister Provinces, the unanimous 
verdict is one of unqualified approval. 
It must not bo imagined, however, 
that all the old, unhappy difficulties 
had absolutely disappeared and that 
the administrative path of the Gover- 
nor lies through new Holds, under un- 
clouded sky. On the contrary, on the 
very threshold, even whilo yet only 
"Administrator," he was called upon 
to deal with one of the most touchy of 
the old sores. It appears that on the 
9th of last month he was waited upon 
by an influential deputation of French 
half-breeds, with Mr. L. Schmidt, M. 
P. P., at their head. The object of 
the deputation was to enquire whether 
the promises made about the land 
would bo carried out; but, chiefly, as 
it would ajniear, to learn whether those 
or any of them, who participated in the 
past disorderly proceedings would be 
proceeded against, or whether the am- 
nesty would include all. To the first 
the Governor was enabled to return an 
afhrmativo and satisfactory answer. 
His reply to the second wo copy from 
the Manitoban: "As to the second 
question, he said he had no authority 
from Ottawa on the subject of an am- 
nesty. Ho could only explain the law 
as it stood. He cited the Queen's 
Proclamation, by Sir JohnYoung, urg- 
ing all her subjects to return to their 
peaceful occupations and submit to her 
authority, when the past would be 
overlooked- -but said, as this was is- 
sued before the death of Scott, the law 
still ruled as to that event. By the law 
then in force, no one had a right to 
order to be put to death, or to put to 
death, another, as in that case. The 
parties concerned in the tfTair were 
liable to bo tried before a judge and 
jury, and if found guilty, the matter 
would rest with the Governor-General, 
at. Ottawa, as to the carrying out of the 
sentence. Until a trial took place, the 
Queen alone had power to grant an 
amnesty, as the country was under Im- 
perial rule at the time in question. He 
had spoken as a .Judge and adminis- 
trator, and thought it his duty to ex- 
plain exactly how the law stood." 
This answer is at once frank, firm, and 
conciliatory; and that is evidently the 
true spirit in which to meet and deal 
with the contending factions of the 
young Province. Under the circum- 
stances portrayed by Governor Morris, 
Kiel will in all probability either snr- 
sonder himself to the hands of justice 
the first opportunity that offers, or turn 
his back forever upon the scones of his 
ill-directed ambition. Mr. Morris re- 
plied to the deputation in French, 
which he speaks very fluently, and, at 
the conclusion , he urged upon them 
the importance of all tho people la- 
boring unitedly for the advancement 
of the common country. We shall e\- 
peet to hear of great good to Manitoba 
from the administration of Mr. Morris. 



An Act 

To extend the "Public Works Act. 
1K72," ami to promote the Drain- 
age ami Dyking ami Irrigation 
of Lands in Brit isli Columbia. 

This measure is deserving of a great 
deal more attention than we were 
enabled to bestow upon it iua previous 
article. Indeed, it will most likelv 
rank amongst the most important lulls 
of this or, indeed, any previous ses- 
sion, dealing, as it does, largely with 
vested rights and interests throughout 
tho entire Province. Not. only does 
this measure claim the attention of the 
press. Imt it will demand the most 
earnest consideration of every member 
of the Legislature. The bill naturally 
divides itself into two parts, power 
to the Government to take ami use 
lands and materials for public purpo- 
ses and provision for dyking and drain- 
ing certain hinds and dealing with tho 
same. The first few clauses of the bill 
deal chiotly with the powers of the 
Chief Commissioner to manage public 
works, treat with contractors, &c. 
Section 15 reads as follows;— "It shall 
bo the duty of the said Chief Commis- 
sioner to invite tenders by public ad- 
vertisement for the construction ami 
repair of all public works, oxcopt in 
eases of pressing emergency, where 
delay would bo injurious to the public 
interest, or where, from the nature 
of tho work', it can be more expedi- 
tiously and economically executed by 
the ©ulcers and servunlH of his depart- 
ment;" Tho sections from 17 to 20, 
inclusive, givo the Government power 
to enter upon any lands, and survey 



and take levels of the same, to make 
borings, or sink pits; to acquire and 
take possession of and uso lands and 
materials, construct and maintain 
works, drainSj&e, divert water-courses, 
obstruct or change roads, wherever 
necessary for public purposes, due 
compensation to bo made for tho same. 
Section 21 provides that in case of dis- 
agreement as to the amount of com- 
pensation, resort shall bo had to arbi- 
tration, as provided by tho "Public 
Works Act, 1S72"; and it farther pro- 
vides that "the arbitrators, in assess- 
ing compensation, shall consider tho 
advantage as well as tho disadvantage 
of any public work as respects the real 
or personal property of any person 
through which the same passes, or to 
which the same is contiguous, or as 
regards any claim for compensation 
for damage caused thereby; and the 
said Arbitrators shall, in estimating 
and awarding the value of any pro- 
perty, real or personal, taken for any 
public work. or tho amount of damages 
to be paid to any person, tako into con- 
sideration the advantages accrued or 
likely to accruo to such person or his 
estate, as well as the damage occasioned 
by reason of such work." We pause 
to remark that in this latter provision 
lurks a questionable principle which 
was eliminated from the Public Works 
Bill of last session, in its passage 
through the House, and which will, in 
all likelihood, be similarly treated 
now. Subsequent sections extend tho 
powers given in tho old Act forentoring 
upon private property, &c, for the pur- 
pose of draining or reclaiming lands, 
and for dealing generally with vested 
rights wherever they may be affected 
by such works ami undertakings, and 
also empower the Government to 
confer certain rights upon private 
parties to construct and deal with 
drains, ditches, water-courses, &e. ; 
assessing the amounts to bo paid in 
respect of lands participating in the 
benefits of any drain, ditch, dyke, &e. 
Provision is also made for tho recovery of 
rent-charges that may he awarded; for in- 
creasing such rent-charges in certain 
cases, and for settling by arbitration all 
disputes that may arise between parties 
interestep. In any claim against the Gov- 
ernment for compensation, tho Chief 
Commissioner may tender such amount 
as, under the circumstances, may appear 
to him just; and in the event of the 
amount thus tendered not being accepted, 
the matter shall be referred to arbitration. 
Should tho arbitrators award a larger 
sum, the expenses shall bo borne by the 
Government; if a smaller sum, then shall 
the expenses fall upon the party 
declining to accept the tender. The con- 
cluding sections of the bill provide a pro- 
per penalty for malicious injury to works, 
or for obstructing or assaulting any per- 
son or officer in tho discharge of duty.

Mr. Robaon asked leave to introduce a 
Bill for the more frequent holding of 
Courts of Assize. The lion, mover said 
that since he gave notice of this Bill there 
had been a change of administration; lie 
complained that the late administration 
had not, ordered Assi/.e Con rts often enough 
and he asked the present .Ministry wheth- 
er thoy wore prepared to do so? During 
the post summer prisoners were held in 
gaol live months awaiting trial; thus, in 
some instances, doing and injustice to the 
individuals, and inflicting an unnecessary 
expense upon the Colony. The Supreme 
Court Judges had little or nothing to do 
most of the time; hut apart from the con- 
venience of the Judges tie' practice was 
unfair to untried men. He asked if (he 
Government wore prepared to introduce a 
system whereby Courts of Assize could lie 
held mora frequently. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos replied that the 
Government would give the matter its 
earnest const do ration. 

,Mr. Bobson— -Then I shall give notice 
of a motion to elicit (lie Bontimoiita of this 
House. 

FIREMEN'S It! 1. 1.. 

Mr. Duck introduced tho Firemen's 
Protection Act Amendment Bill. 

EAST COAST STEAMER. 

Mr. Bunster moved an Address to His 
Excellency requesting that, he will have 
the steamer carryillg the mails on tho 
East Coast call at Union Bay, North Saa- 
' nich, 

Mr. DoCosmos— Whore's that ? 

Mr, Bunster— Opposite the Indian ran- 
clieria. 

Mr. DeCosmos— Which V 

Mr. Bunster — The lion, gentleman don't 
sooni to bo well acquainted with his Dis- 
trict, I Laughter. J The calling of the 



steamer at that point would only involve 
the expenditure of a few extra dollars for 
coal, while the settlors would be benefit- 
ted thereby several thousand dollars each 
year and tho wear and tear of tho road 
would bo avoided. 

Mr. Booth seconded the resolution and 
expressed his surprise that tho place had 
been so long without steam communica- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos questioned very 
much tho propriety of this House calling 
the attention of tho Dominion Govern- 
ment to every little matter. He know of 
no wharf tit North Saanich where a steam- 
er could touch or a load of produce be 
shipped. At the present time he thought 
it would not bo wiso to press this matter 
on tho Dominion (Jovernment, and he had 
no doubt that, when the Dominion Gov- 
ernment withdrew its own boat and sub- 
sidized a private boat, that every point 
would ho touched at. However, if the 
hou. mover and seconder thought any- 
thing could be gained ho would withdraw 
his opposition. 

Mr. Holbrook deprecated the system of 
bringingDoininion matters into the House 
so frequently. They should bo left to tho 
members at Ottawa. 

Mr. Bobson, whilst believing tho mo- 
tion slightly irregular, would support it, 
and thought the recommendation of this 
House would go a long way towards se- 
curing the object sought. The hou. Pre- 
mier might not find it possiblo to be pre- 
sent at Ottawa during the present session, 
[Mr. DeCosmos — Yes 1 will. | and that 
would he an additional reason why this 
resolution should pass, as Sir Francis 
Hincks knew nothing about (he important 
District of Saanich, still another reason 
for passing the resolution. 

Hou. Mr. Walkem said the Houso was 
meddling with matters with which it had 
nothing to do. The proper person for 
the hon. mover to sco was Copt. Cooper. 
Should Oapt. Cooper rofuso there would 
be the Commons to appeal to. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem asked the hon gon- 
tleman to withdraw the resolution. 

Mr. Robertson would join in asking tho 
hon. member for Victoria District to 
withdraw the resolution if the hon. Pre- 
mier would pledge, the Government to 
ask tho Dominion Government to direct 
the Sir dames Douglas to call at Saanich. 
He hud not heard tho observation of the 
of the hon. member regarding tho value 
of tho servico controverted. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos — I controvert it. 
There is no road to any wharf or landing. 

Mr. Robertson — Very well; it is the 
duty of this Government to make a road 
two or three miles long to the Inlet. The 
Dominion Government controls the move- 
ments of the steamer and he saw no ir- 
regularity in tho motion, ('apt. Cooper 
might decline to acquiesce in the request 
of the hon. mover; but no man at Ottawa 
would presume to say that the service 
was not necessary in the face of a resolu- 
tion of this House. 

Mr. McCreight would oppose the reso- 
lution for the reasons that the time of 
the steamer was already occupied, there 
was no wharf and there was no road. He 
could not. say what attention had been 
paid by the Dominion Government to the 
many recommendations of this House lust 
session. In any event, ('apt. Co< per | 
should first bo asked to have the boat 
perform the servico. 

Mr. Smith replied that three recommen- 
dations of his own that hud passed 
through this House had been noticed by 
tho Dominion Government. He would 
do everything in his power to facilitate 
communication with tho outlying dis- 
tricts, and if Capt. Cooper were to take it 
upon himself to order tho boat to stop ut 
Saanich he might come into collision with 
tho Postmaster-General. [Hear.] 

Mr. Bobson claimed that the matter 
was one wholly and solely for the Postal 
Department to arrange, and this was tho 
best and most effective way to attain tho 
object which would greatly accommodate 
the settlers. As an amendment, he mov- 
ed that tho Dominion Government he 
asked to have the service performed. Mr. 
Humphreys seconded the amendment and 
deprecated the remarks of the hon. the 
Premier, the hon. the Attorney General 
and Mr. McC ei flit. 

Hon. Dr. Asil opposed the resolution 
because it was out of place. If the Do- 
minion Agent would not comply with the 
request, then the Member at Ottawa for 
the District might to be approached. 

Mr. Barnston supported tho amend- 
ment and agreed with the remarks of the 
hou Members for Esquimalt and Nanai- 
ino on the subject. 

Mr. Smithe opposed tho resolution and 
amendment as unnecessary and complain- 
ed that hon. members who supported 
them did not understand what they were 
talking about. The lion, gentleman pro- 
ceeded to show that the time of tho 
steamer was already fully occupied and 
that no great good would be accomplished 
by the address. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven also thought no good 
could be attained by the address. One 
would think there must be something 
radically wrong with the Dominion Gov- 
ernment that these subjects were required 
to be brought up here so frequently. II 
was the duty of the Members of the Dis- 
trict at Ottawa to bring these matters to 
the notice of the Dominion Government. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said thai the hon 
mover did not know that there was water 
to allow the steamer to enter the bay. 
He had just been told there was not suf- 
ficient water by the hon. Mr. DeCosmos. 

Mr. Robertson— Will the Premier stale 
that the Government will draw the atten- 
tion of the Dominion Government to this 
matter V Why does he not rise up and 
say that he will do so V | Hear.

I ap- 
plied for the road myself when you wore 
absent in Oregon. f leave my record 
with my constituents. The hon. Premier 
says it is his intention to have the boat 
call at Saanich. Why did he not do it a 
year ago when he was at Ottawa? 

Mr. DeCosmos was understood to say 
he had done so. 

Mr. Bunster— The papers didn't report 

it. 



Mr. DeCosmos — Oh ! tho papers. 

Mr. Bunsttr — I admit, that .some papers 
are very incorrect, Tho hon. Attorney- 
General says thero is no water. I myself 
loaded large schooners in Union Bay. I 
am astonished at tho opposition of the lion. 
Premier because tho service would confer 
tho greatest possible advantago on tho 
farmers, and the wear and tear of tho 
Saanich roads would he saved. My col- 
league ought to assist instead of opposing 
this resolution. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos most distinctly 
and emphatically denied that ho was op- 
posed to the resolution, and would say 
that as soon as a road or wharf was built, 
the matter would bo laid before tho Do- 
minion Government.

Mr. Duck asked for the fullest informa- 
tion in this matter.

I'HILCOATIN. 

Mr. Humphreys moved, That whereas, 
by public notice, dated the 19th dav of 
September, 1872, "the whole of the 'land 
in the Valley of the Chilcotin River has 
been reserved from tin 1 operation of the 
Hand Ordinance, 1870, to the detriment 
and injury of persons who have made ap- 
plication to pre ompl land in said Chilco- 
tin Valley and vicinity, and to whom per- 
mission to pre-empt land has been refus- 
ed; Be it therefore resolved. that the said 
reserved land be at once thrown open to 
pre-emption." The hon. mover said that 
a great blunder and mistake had been per- 
petrated when this land was reserved, and 
the late Government deserved n very se- 
vere reprimand for their course. Heheld 
in his hand letters complaining of the in- 
justice that had been inflicted by the po- 
licy. Capitalist t who wished to pre-empt 
land in theWalley of tho Fraser were de- 
nied lie- right. [The lion, mover read se- 
veral letters in support of his resolution. J 
Flo had no doubt that the present Attor- 
ney-General was entirely to blame for the 
errors of tic Magistrate in reserving 
Eraser Valley lands instead of Chilcotin 
lands, lie wanted to see the whole of the 
land thrown open to settlement. Who- 
ever heard before of a reserve extending 
from hill-top to hill-top. A more indefi- 
nito proclamation could not be imagined. 
Then 1 were nol more than loll Indians in 
tho whole of theJYailey of the Chilcotin. 

Mr. Koberl son—There are live hundred. 

.Ah'. Humphreys— The whole require- 
ments of the Indians would not exceed 
out) acres, lie hoped the -whole valley 
would be thrown open lo pre-emption. 

Mr. Saul seconded. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven unit! he came to the 
House this session fully impressed with 
tin 1 belief that the ( 'hilcntin Valley should 
never have been closed. But he now 
thought thai the late Government had 
acted in good faith in the mutter, being 
advised by Mr. O'Reilly's letter that there 
was daiuer of a collision with the 1 ndiaus. 
That danger had passed. The present 
Government had decided to throw open 
t he lands, and the proclamation would 
have appeared in the fluze.tte hist Saturday 
bill for tie' notice of tin' hon. gent Ionian 
from Lillooot, upon which the Govern- 
ment wjgjmd to have an expression of opin- 
ion. 

Hon. Mr. Wnlkom, in replying to the 
remarks of the hon. member for Lillooet, 
.-•aid ihnl he would r.ithor have fifty words 
of condemnation from him than quo of 
praise, The reserve was made upon Mr. 
O'lieilly's report and was not done in the 
inlere.il of the Railway Company. A dis- 
patch was sent some time ago to the Do- 
minion Government to lay oil' the Indian 
reserves iu Chilcotin Valley and no reply 
hud been roceived. Dr. Powell was ap- 
pointed in November, and hud roceived 
as yet no instructions to lay off the Re- 
serves. Tho late Government had acted 
in the best interests of tho country, and 
the reason why he favored the raising of 
the Reserve now was that there was no 
fear of any white settlor going in at pre- 
sent because tho country was winter- 
bound. 

Mr. Robertson — Did I understand the 
hon, Atty-Genoral to soy that the reserva- 



tion would be raised at onco ? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — Yes. 

Mr. Saul — Had no feeling of hostility 
to the GbVerrilheht, and if ho had enter- 
tained any such sentiment it would bo 
dispelled by tho explanation he had heard. 
His constituents considered the policy of 
tho Government iu locking up tho lands 
unwise. [Hear. ] 

Hon. Mr. Holbrook said thero was just 
as much danger of collision now as when 
the lands wero first reserved. Ho could 
seo no advantage in throwing open the 
lands now. As for tho railway ever run- 
ning through Chilcoten, it was a dream, 
one that would never be fulfilled, and tho 
survey was only made for political effect. 
[ Hear, and laughter. | 

Sir. Robertson moved an amendment 
"that it is desirable that Indian Reserves 
should first bo marked out, and then tho 
valleys bo thrpwn open to settlement." 

Mr. Todd seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Smith, wliilo agreeing with tho 
amendment of the hon. gentleman, could 
not see the propriety of refusing to allow 
pre-emptions in the valley of tho Fraser. 

Mr. McCreight said that the obstacles 
that oxistcd when tho lands wero closed 
existed now. He proposed that the Gov- 
ernment should lay off the JJshing stations 
villages and other locutions selected for 
tho savages, allowing 100 acres to a fami- 
ly, and throw the rest open to pre-emp- 
tion. By the terms of ("iiion tho Province 
was bound to make suitable reservations 
for the Indians. 

Hon. Mr. Beavan hoped the hon mem- 
ber for Esquimalt would withdraw the 
amendment. The Government would 
make reserves for (he Indiana upon the 
application of the Superintendent of In- 
dian Affairs, which reserve.; could bo easi- 
ly and definitely made. 

Mr. Robertson Do the Government 
intend throwing open the land and then 
making the reserves '! 

Hon. Mr Beaven Yes; the Superin- 
tendent is in this Province and is quite 
competent to make (he reserves. 11 is not 
necessary to tie' up the whole valley to 
effect this object. 

Mr. Booth regarded the remark of the 
hon Attornoy-Goueral, that if there was 
any danger of heltlers entering the Valley 
at this season the reservation would be 
continued, us absurd, if trouble did oc- 
cur it would be like locking the stable 
door after the horse was stolen. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he had just been 
informed by Mr. Saul that white men can 
enter the Valley at tho present time. He 
now proposed to accept Mr. Robertson's 
amendment . 

Mr. Bobson said he did not think the 
late Government had acted wisely iu re- 
serving so much land. The settler's pro- 
perty who was destroyed luul earned the 
ill-will of the Indians and ho put tho 
torch to his own houses. The Indians 
thoro wore desirous that white settlers 
should come in mid take up the lands. 
They only numbered 200 souls. The pub- 
lic interests hud been injured by the ac- 
tion of the Into Government. Tlielino of 
railway might be selected at any moment, 
and the moment it is selected a strip 
of land 10 miles wide passes from the 
hands of the Provincial authorities for 
ever. He regretted that an hon member 
Mr. Holbrook i had - tared in this House 
that the railway was a dream and that the 
surveys were made for political purposes. 
If we delay the raising of this reservation 
we shall be too lute because the land will 
have passed into the hands of the Railway 
Company. 

Hon. Mr. Holbrook replied at some 
Length, claiming thai there was sufficient 
laud at the mouth of the L'raser to build 
the road without any assistance from the 
Dominion Government. lie had not said 
the railway was a dream: but he said that 
the idea t hat it woul 1 ever come tin Chil- 
cotin was a dream. 

Mr. Barnston supported the amendment 
of the hon. Member lor li-iquimult, and 
believed thai the most speedy measures 
should be adopted in laying off the re- 
sur ves. 

Mr. Humphreys rose to oppose th» 
amendment. He and his colleague knew 
a good deal alio u I the Chilcotin [ndiaus 
and knew they were us harm ess as the 
Indians in the more settled part of the 
Brov inee. The Government nee,! not, by 
the terms of tho resolution, change the 
reservation at once ; but t lie House would 
express its opinion. The amendment 
meant that the opening of the Valley 
should await the convenience of the Otta- 
wa Oovcanment. (' mid the hon. gentle- 
man promise thai the reserve would be 
made in six months ? It was pure bosh, 
this cry about danger from Indians. Ac- 
cording to tho law (which he quoted) UO 
man could go in and take up lands In hi 
by Indians. L.ist yoiTr the Clerk of the 
Bench at Clinton went alone into the 
Chilcotin villages and had long "talks" 
with the Indian'.. This reservation threw 
obstacles in tic way of settlers and did 
no good to th.) Indian,. With regard to 
what the hou. Attorney-General had said 
about him (Mr. II iimplircy >l he 1 1 he I em 
Attorney-General I hud confounded ill- 
breeding with wit. [Hear. J Hal Mr, 
O'Reilly known the real cause of the dif 
foreuce.s between the white settler and 
the Indians the resolves would never have 
been made. 

Hon Mr. DeCosmos though! that the 
late Government had acted in good faith, 
but that they hud made » mistake in mak- 
ing so large a reservation.

Arrival of the Lady Laiap- 

SOH 

The ship Lady Lnmpson sailed from Lon- 
don August 31st, Gravosend Sept. 1st, the 
Downs 2d, landed tho pilot at the Islo of 
Wight the 3d, and took a final doparture 
from tho Start at midnight on tho 4th. 
Had fine weather und light winds in tho 
English Channel. Two days after leav- 
ing tho Channel encountered a heavy s. 
w. gale which lasted thirty-six hours. 
Thence to the Canary Islands very light 
winds and calms. Found tho n. e. trades 
in Lat. 21 north, and only carried them 
to 14 north; after which experienced a 
long continuation of light winds and 
calms with much rain, thunder and 
lightning to tho Equator; which was 
passed October 15th on the forty-sixth 
day after leaving London. In the South 
Atlantic had fine weather generally, and 
passed through the Straits of LiMaire 
the 15th of November. Doubled tho 
Horn on the 17th. Off tho Horn had a 
continuation of gales between west north 
west and west south west, which wero 
very unfavorable for making tho passage 
to tho westwad. Occupying eighteen days 
from Lat. 50 .south in the Atlantic to Lat. 
50 south in tho Pacific. From Lat. 50 
south and Lon. 83, on the 30th of Novem- 
ber, had a succession of n. w. winds 
which carried the ship to the eastward of 
Juan Fernandez on the 7th of December. 
From Juan Fernandez to 5 north had 
n fair s. e. trade. Crossed the Equator 
December 23d, in Lon. 113 west. Took 
tho n. e. trade, January 1st, in Lat. 15 
north and carried the easterly wind to 
Lat. 40 north. Lon. 132.30 west, on Jan- 
uary 0th. The weather was cloudy the 
sun very seldom seen during the passage 
through the tradss on both sides of the 
Equator in tho Pacific. From Lat. 40 
north to the land variable from north 
west to cant by the louth. Made Capo 
Flattrery at 3 a. m. and entered the 
straits nt 4 a. m. on Monday the 13th 
with an easterly, at daylight tho wind 
came from the south-west which carried 
the ship to port, Length of passage 129 
da vs.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London. Jan. — A brig ran nshoro on 
tho Ialo of Wight yesterday and wont to 
pieces. Ninoteon persons wero drowned. 

The new iron steamor Colon for the 
Pacific Mail line has arrived from Phil- 
adelphia, and will soon tuko her placo in 
tho line. 

Paris, Jan. 7— Tho Charlists have torn 
up tho rails of the roads between Mich- 
ande and Balboa and between Alsas and 
Pampellona, and also set tiro to the rail- 
road station with petroleum, completely 
destroying it, and made prisoners of the 
railroad officials and employes. In north- 
ern Spain railway trains have temporarily 
ceased running. 

New York, Jan 8.— .It was discovered 
yesterday that one Kidd, a wine merchant 
on Murray street, had a train of fuse con- 
nected his premises with adjoining pro- 
perty, whereby they could be set on fire. 
Kidd was arrested, and his' office boy 
testified to seeing him making fuse. 
Three large warehouses wore involved iu 
this attempt und but for tho timely dis- 
covery a heavy conflagration would have 
ensued, us tho trains of fuse wero noarly 
all laid in the upper stories and from roof 
to roof. 

Paris, Jan. 10 — Marshal MeMuhon re- 
ports to tho President that the army is not 
affected by tho death of Napoleon. Thero 
aro Bonapartists among tho oflicors, but 
thero is no party which supports the Na- 
poleonic dynasty in the army. 

London.' Jan." 10— Ex-Empress Eugenia 
will soon issue a proclamation to the peo- 
ple of France, announcing that she as- 
smnos tho regency during her son's minor- 
ity. 

Apost-mortem examination of Napoloon's 
remains was hud this evening. The im- 
mediate causo of his donth was failure of 
action of tho heart. Failure of circula- 
tion was due to tho Emperor's general 
constitution and condition. The bladder 
was diseased and the kidneys afTeeted; 
his other organs wero sound and healthy, 
but death was a simple question of time. 
Tho body will bo embalmed and lie in 
state. lJato anil placo of the funeral 
have not yet been appointed. It is pro- 
bable, however, that the ceremonies will 
take place near the Imperial residence, at 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

Prince Pierre and Charles Bonaparte 
have arrived ut Chiselhurst. 

Brussels, .Tun. 10 — Tho Independent 
Beige publishes a letter from Van Bouat, 
in answer to assertions to Due do Gram- 
mont. Van Boust shows that Austria 
tried to dissuade Franco from going into 
war with Prussia, but especially reserved 
her right to remain neutral. France, 
after war was declared, asked for an al- 
liance, but Austria refused.

San Francisco, Jan. 7— Laura D. Fair 
appiled at the office of the Tax Colloctor 
yesterday to hear the amount of tax on 
the lot owned by herself and daughter on 
McAllister street.

An Iron Island. 

That the "Devastation" is a success, so 
far us sho has been tried, is now admitted. 
The ponderous monster, which squats 
upon tho astonished witters with a dead 
weight of 10,000 tons, takes any ordinary 
waves with stolid indifference, whether 
she receives 1 hem end on, or upon bow, 
beam, or quarter.

Here, therefore, is a craft 
which is vulnerable only to a very few 
guns, has the swiftness of a mail-packet, 
und the handinoss, thanks to her twin 
screws, of a tug, while she could utilize 
these qualities to hurl upon the sides of 
an opponent tho awful force of her 10,000 
tons, mot ing with the velocity of u spear. 
On board this remarkable man-of-war 
thero are no less than thirty four distinct 
and separate engines, and, indeed, the 
value which she represents is us serious 
as her fighting capacity. What remains 
to be learned is the behaviour of tho 
giant in a real Biwcay gale; and whether 
or no the ciil-de-snc which she carries aft, 
will or will not proven mistake in u heavy 
flowing sea. With stability assured to 
35 a , with no top. gear to set her over, and 
with decks which can be hermetically 
sealed, she would bo safe enough; but 
whenever she does roll, or pitch or scud, 
the rivets and lit tings in her huge body 
will be severely tried, Except the Rus- 
sian monitor Potor the Great, nothing 
floating could resist or even ohallungo 
such a vessel, at unci' so strong and swift. 
The torpedo, no doubt, may yet be so de- 
veloped as to make the Devastation, and 
all her terrible sisters, impotent against 
her defended coast. On the high seas nt 
present she has no superior, though us 
suppose the day will come when oven th's 
amazing construction will be as obseleto 
as tho throo-dockors of Nelson's— London 
Daily Newt.
